How as Armed Minueseta Mob Changed 
a County Seat. 


St. Paui., Minn., March 26.—At Oor- 
rie, Thursday night, a dispatch was re- 
oeiyed from Attorney General Olipp that 
GoTemor MeGill had signed aproclama« 
tion for the removal of the county seat 
to Slayton. 
At 8 o'clock in the morn 
ing, men and teams began to arrive and 
at 4 o'clock an armed mob of from 500 
to 700 men surrounded the county build- 
ings and put out the guards. They loaded 
the books and furniture of the auditor, 
register and attorney general and left 
for Slayton. 
The county attorney, reg- 
ister of deeds and auditor were leaders.

The News at Warsaw. 


Wabsaw, March 26.—The case of J. 
Birge vs. B. and L. Becker, in the Kos- 
ciusko Circuit court now in session, has 
attracted a great deal of attention during 
the week. Birge brought suit against 
the Beckers as principals, and a promi- 
nent business firm in Plymouth, this 
State, and a United States official in one 
of the territories, as security for about 
$1.200. The verdict of the jury in in favor 
of the surety defendants, and a judgment 
of $300 against Birge and in favor of the 
Beckers. There was a great difference 
of opinion somewhere. It is said that 
eleven of the jury insisted for a long 
time on giving the Beckers a judgement 
of $1.800.

lantic freight train, which was moving 
through the place during the prevalence 
of a heavy wind-storm. Darlington was 
attending to his duties, when he was 
caught by the wind and hurled a consid- 
erable distanee, 
landing under 
the 
wheels, where his body was ground to 
pieces. It is almost unrecognizable. He 
leaves a widow.

Wabash, Ind., March 26.—The jury 
in the case of Phoebe Guitsell against 
James T. Simpson, for $2,500 damages 
for assault, this morning returned a ver- 
dict for the plaintifTfor $550. It was 
alleged that in 1886 Simpson maltreated 
her while she was emploped as a domes* 
tie in his family, as a result of which 
she is now a mother.

A committee on resolutions consisting 
of Messrs. Robert Cran, Fred Beeker 
and Charles Kiser was named and 
a reso- 
lution was passed extending to all old 
firemen a requeat to join in the funeral 
procession. 
The firemen will form at 
the Seoond ward engine house at 1 
o'oloek Sunday afternoon, the City 
band leading the proeesdon. 


The line of mareh will be from the 
engine house, starting at 2 o'clock sharp 
to the residence, oa Calhoun street. 
From there south on Calhoun street 
to Berry, east on Berry to Clinton, 
south on Clinton to Trinity Lutheran 
church. After the services the pro- 
eession will move north on Clinton to 
Berry, west on Berry to Griffith, north 
on Griffith to Main and west on Main 
to Lindenwood cemetery. 


The prooeasion turns on Griffith to 
Main, so that his aged and invalid 
mother, who lives with her daughter, 
Mrs. Barney Phillips, may see the 
funeral cortege. The hearse will be 
drawn by four of the fire department 
hones, aad altogether the arrangements 
are most appropriate and imposing.

Mayor Muhler has issued the follow- 
ing timely and trathful address: 


Mr. Frank B. Yogel's connection with 
the fire department of this city dates 
from the year 1858. 
When but a mere 
lad he became a torch bearer for the 
Alert Hook and Ladder company and 
continued unintenmptedly in the service 
until about three years ago. 
He rose 
step by step in the service until he bo- 
came chief engineer of the Fort Wajne 
fire department which position he held 
about six years, during which time the 
department was changed from a volun- 
teer to a paid department and through 
his exertions was made one of the most 
complete in the land and provided 
with every modem appliance known 
for the prompt extingniahment of fires. 
How many calamities were averted by 
his vigilance no one can estimate. 
I 
knew, when a member of the fire com- 
mittee, of many a stormy night when 
other citizens slept that Mr. Yogel's 
eyes were never closed in sleep. 
In 
view of his long and faithful service I 
would earnestly request that all the city 
officials and ex city officiala meet at the 
eouncil chamber on Sunday, March 27, 
at 1 o'clock p. m., to pay the last sad 
tribute of respect to a faithful officer 
and one who, for the department, I be- 
lieve, sacrificed his fortune and brought 
himself to a premature grave by ex 
pcaure ia the performance of his duty.

DRUNK, BUT NOT 
STAGGERINa 


A No I<egg««l Man on • $;pree ia New 
Tork Citji-Hard to Handle. 


A queer fragment of a man, the largest 
of three pieces raked out of the wreck of 
a freight ti-ain on a Jersey ruilroad, is 
sometimes seen making slow progress 
along one of the east side avenues. 
The 
1^8 of him are buried somewhere in 
Jersey, having been cut off above the 
knees, and he uses his hands for feet and 
his arms for legs, raising himself from 
the ground on both hands and swinging 
upon his stumps. 
He says he was in the 
army, and that his legs were shot away 
by a rebel cannon bSl at Gettysburg. 
One of these days he expects to get a 
pensran. 
The saloon 
keepera 
in his 
neighborhood all know him, and they 
would rather give him a drink than hear 
him describe the battle of Gettysburg, 
with his own heroism in keeping up fire 
with his musket after he lost his legs. 
There being so little of him to absorb the 
alcohol, he sometimes gets pretty drunk 
on a few drinks. 
But he can't stagger, 
and he has no use for lanip ix)sts. 
There 
is no •'reeling, rolling home, boys," in 
hi& 
When he feels so good that he must 
whoop 'er up he just yells. 


The last time he got on a spree he 
planted liimself on a comer and howled 
imtil lie woke up all the policemen in 
the precinct. 
They thought 
Buffalo 
Bill's Indians had dug up Steele Mack- 
aye's property hatchet that was solemnly 
buried in the middle of a ciirus ring and 
started a war dance 
When tlu-ee ix»Iice- 
men r^acht-d the scene of revelry the 
man without any legs was waving his 
arms wildly and daring the whole world 
to come on. 
About twenty people were 
grouped around him. and, as there were 
no loose bricks or other missiles within 
reach, nobody was afraid, 
lie shoute*.!, 
sang, defied the universe aiid when he 
was not waving his fists above Iiis head 
he put his hands upon the ground trnd 
biunpo<l liimself up and down energet- 
ic^y. 
He called that danoiiiLc. 
Once 
in a wliile he would charjre on tlie crowd 
with a whoop, swinging himst^f along 
rapidly, and heap iusults and s;ircasiu 
upon the jKopIe who »-lodged out of his 
way. 
Although he wad only alxmt two- 
thirds of a num. he made men- not^ 
thiui three whole ujen. 


Two of the otfio'rs lrie<i to {^>ersuade 
him to go home, but he sto<.Kl upon his 
rights as a citizen, and liis stumps 
as 
fragment« of hiuuimity, and refus^ to 
budge. 
Then tliey t<->ok him by the col- 
lar, and Ih^ woun<l liis arvm aU>ut their 
knees and laid thi-m sprawling upon the 
sidewalk. 
Witfi a hand H{x>n the groimd 
on each sid«*«!' one of the p^t>^trate ]K>lic«> 
men thf li^^U^s roisterer hoisted himself 
as high as lie could and let himself drop 
ou the i>oliceman'sba< k like a pileih iver, 
eocpellnig a roar from him and amusing 
the crowd. 
The three policemen tried 
several ways of lugging the al)breviated 
inebriate, and finally ¡¡dfjued a wheelbar- 
row.

SOMK STATlOAAJCr COMETS. 


Often in the winter there may be 
seen in the gas region, far up in the sky 
at night, one or more faint white streaks, 
six or eight feet long. 
They look like 
comets, and the first one seen was quite 
generally mistaken for a comet. 
Each 
one of these is caused by a burning gas- 
well. 
The light of the well shines upon 
the small ice-crystals which quite often 
are floating in the air, far above us, 
and is by them reflected, or thrown 
down again, so that v/e see it, though 
the gas-well may be many miles from 
us. 
Every well furnishes but one 
"comet,"—aa we may call it, for want 
of a better name,—which always ap- 
pears in the same place. 
When the 
lower air also is filled with ice-crystals, 
we see not the comets, but great, fiery 
streaks, the comi^lete reflections, tluit 
reach from the points where the camets 
were, down across the sky to the hori- 
zon at the points wliere we see the glare 
of the distant gas-wells. 


They stand out against the dark back- 
ground, like great, fiery rods, a central 
bright streak, or spine, running through 
them, which shades off into a beautiful 
glowing red on each side. 
They are 
regular in shape, 
apparently about 
twenty inclies wide, tlie sides straight, 
the top slightly rounded, and the bot- 
tom fading away, as it reaches the flame, 
in the glare of the well. 


No description or ¡u^-'tures of these 
comets and fiery columns can give a 
true idea of their strange beauty, which 
does not become commonijlace by rea- 
son of a regular, every day—or, rather, 
every 
night—aijpearance, 
as 
these 
phenomena are visible only under cer- 
tain favorable conditions. 
Those still, 
chill nights, when the sky has a hazy 
appearance, 
when a few scattering 
flakes of crisjj, dry snow may be flutter- 
ing down, are the nights upon which 
the finest displays are seen; and several 
nights may intervene between these 
curious 
and 
beautiful 
exhibitions. 
Sometimes the comets will 
appear 
directly overhead, and the fiery columns 
often reacli to a groat lieight, depend- 
ing, of course, on the distance of the 
observer from source of illumination. 
Kecently the toj) of one of the reflec- 
tions was estimated to be six and a half 
miles above the burningwell.—Samuel 
W. Hall, in 81. Kicholati. 


C0XTAG10L\S niSK iSJ':.S. 


In a paper recently read before the 
Philadelphia County Medical Society, 
Di\ Artliur Y. Meigs takes the ground 
that scarlet fever is very much less 
contagious than is commonly supposed; 
much less, in fact, than measles and 
whooping-cough; and in i)roof of his 
opinion, he cites the fact that, while it 
is the rule for measles and whooping- 
cough to affect all the children in a 
household, scarlet fever usually limits 
its attack to one or two, even though 
there may be others who have uever 
had the disease, and are therefore pre- 
sumably susceptible. 
There is one 
point which the author of the paper 
does not, it seems to us, lay sufficient 
stress upon; and that is, that, while 
parents dread scarlet fever, they have 
but little fear of measles or whooping- 
cough, and, being influenced by that 
popular, pernicious, and foolish im- 
pression that all children must at some 
time of their lives have these latter 
diseases, they take no pains to isolate 
the sick from the well, as they do if the 
disease be scarlet fever. 
The writer 
could give repeated instances where the 
most rigid isolation was practiced in 
casos of measles, in which but one 
member of a family was attacked, 
though there were a number of others 
who 
were 
presumably 
susceptible. 
Until, therefore, the same scrupulous 
care is taken to separate the affected 
child from the unaffected in measles as 
is done in scarlet fever, we shall hesi- 
tate to accept the conclusion that scar- 
let fever is much less contagious than 
measles. 
This will probably never be 
done until 
parents are taught that 
measles is not a trivial disease, but is, 
in fact, many times a most serious one. 
—Scieyice.

HOtr PISH ARE HATCUKO. 


How do fish hatch ? 
In what manner 
do they come from the spawn V How 
ftiany can exi>lain the growth of a fish 
from the spawn to the minnow? 
Prob- 
ably not one in a thousand, and yet fish 
as an article of diet ranks high. 
If any 
liorson had asked the editor those ques- 
tions last week, he probably would have 
answered, "just like a chicken," if he 
had answered at all. 
Now, however, 
through the kindness of Dibble and 
Shebley of the State salmon hatchery, 
we are able to tell what we know about 
the hatching of fish and it will not take 
much .si:)ace, either, although to describe 
the culture of fish correctly Avould fill 
several columns. 
The outfit provided 
by the State to keep up the supply of 
salmon consists of a large building, a 
number of flumes about two feet wide, 
one foot in depth, and running the en- 
tire length of the building, and a large 
number of square box sieves or pro- 
l>agating baskets with bottoms of wire 
crossed so as to leave holes about one- 
fourth of an inch square. 
Through 
these fiumes the water is alloAved to 
run in a small, steady stream. 
The 
salmon are caught iu traps or nets w hen 
on their way to spawn and their eggs 
strijjped from them. 
These are fecun- 
dated, the mAss placed in the sieves, 
and a steady stream of water allowed 
to run over them- 
The water of Hat 
Creek has a temperature of 36 degrees, 
and in this it requires about 100 days 
for the eggs to hatcli. From 50 degrees 
to 55 degrees is the best temperature, 
and with such they can be hatched in 
six weeks. 
After the grow^th of the 
egg has begun the mass separates and 
each one becomes about as large as a 
big i>ea. 
Those are the head and tail 
of the minnow, and soon the little fish 
bursts the shell, coining out on the top, 
and'has the appearance of a small tad- 
pole with a terribly distended stomach, 
but instead olidisearding «he old 


holes in the bottom of the box, when it 
is carried along the bottom of the 
trough until a cross-piece or rilBo is 
reached. Here they gather, a {^Uou or 
more in a place, and keep upon eternal 
darting and diving until the period of 
their imprisonment has expired. 
So 
long as the food sack lasts they will not 
eafc, but with the exhaustion of this 
natural supply an appetite is developed, 
which, properly satisfied, 
transforms 
the little inch-long samlet into the ten 
and twenty pound beauties with sides 
of silver, that gladden the hearts of the 
fishermen and tickle the palate of the 
epicure. 
When about ten days or two 
weeks old they are turned into the 
stream and soon find their way to the 
shallow spots where they feed and grow 
until large enough to venture into 
deeper water. 


Mr. Shebley states that while in the 
open stream not more than one egg in a 
thousand will grow^ to be a fish of any 
size ; in the hatchery 75 per cent can be 
turned out, and even 90 per cent under 
favorable circumstances. 
This year 
only about 1,500,000 eggs were taken, 
but next year, with the experience 
gained, they hope to do better. 
And 
this is how salmon hatching looks to 
one who has never l)een there before.— 
Shotita (Cai. ) Mail.

CUTLER TO CROSBY. 


Paxil's Law of Charity as an Argn- 
ment for Total Abstmenoe. 


Rer. Dr. Theodore L. Cuyler, in ,the 
H<rmiietic Review, in an able article with 
the above title replies to Dr. Howard Cros- 
by upon the same subject. 
We quote from 
lir. Cuyler's article as follows: 


"We base our objections to intoxicating 
wines, ao well as wliisky or gin, on the e.^- 
sential nature oi alcoholic bevei-ages. 
oppose the use of into:sicauts because ter- 
rible experience shows that the use inevi- 
tably tends toward abuse. 
We oppose the 
drinking-u8af;es in ioto, because they are 
not demanded by any necessity, and yet 
involve infinite perils; because alcoholic 
beverages (we are not talking of medicines) 
are not a projjer and needed nutriment, 
«apply no strength or permanent warmth, ' 
and work infinite harm to thousands where 
they can possibly help a single one. We do 
not need to quote any of the Bible-warn- 
ings against wine as a mocker, or as con- 
taining the adder's sting; if the Bible were 
silent, we can discover enough arguments 
against intoxicants in the veiy laws which 
the Creator has written upon the human 
body. 


"In dealing with the question of absti- 
nence from an intoxicant, we must keep in 
mind that it is not a merely negative article, 
about whose use or non use one may toss 
up a copper. 
The essential nature of in- 
toxicating beverages, as tending to kindle 
depraved appetite, as tending to provoke 
excess, as tending to inflame the brain, and 
in possessing a subtle influence to enslave 
those who use them—this nature of the 
article itself must be taien into the ac- 
count. 
We do not pretend that everyone 
who drinks an occasional glass of wine be- 
comes a drankard. 
But we do affirm that 
everyone who drinks wine throws the whole 
weight of his influence in favor of the 
drinking usages which do make the drunk- 
ards. A glass of intoxicating wine is not 
an ' innocent beverage' in the same sense 
that a glass oi milk or a glass of water is 
innocent. 
No one can reasonably be 
asked to abstain from either of these latter 
beverages for the sake of bis neighbor. 
They have no tendency to inflame bad ap- 
petite, no tendency to breed excess, no 
tendency to disorder the brain, no tendency 
to get fatal mastery over both body and 
fcoul. If wine and whisky (for some Amer- 
ican wines contain 20 per cent, of alcohol} 
did not contain these dangerous qualities, 
how could they make my weaker brethren 
'Btumble?' If not essentially dangerous to 
others, why should I be asked, by any law 
of charity to abstain from their use? It 
is not enough for me to intrench myself in 
selfishness and say, 'My wine-bottle does 
me no harm.' My wine-bottle is my vol- 
untary contribution to the drinking-usages 
of society which are hurlinii mill ons into 
eternal damnation! Can that wine bottle 
be pronounced'innocent?' 
No I No!" 


Again: 
"Dr. Crosby has been verj' outspoken in 
his denunciations of the American stage, 
and in his frank, incisive style has ailirmed 
that 'the theater is a nasty place.' Suppose 
some church-member should say to him, 'I 
only attend the theater occasionally, and I 


once noWe brow, which he •wore higb 
among his fellows, as if it bore the super- 
scription of the Godhead? 
That my hus- 
band! What have you done to that eye, 
with which he was wont to look etect on 
heaven, and see in his mirror the image of 
his God? tVhat Egyptian drug have you 
poured into his veins, and turned the 
ambling fountains of the heart into black 
an<3 burning pitch? Give me back my hus- 
band! Undo your basilisk spells, and give 
me back the man that stood with me bvtho 
altar!" 


The ears of the rumseller, ever since the 
first demijohn of that burning liquid was 
opened upon our shores, have been saluted, 
at every stage of the traffic, with just such 
appeals as tliis. 
Such w.ves, such widows, 
such mothers, such fatherless children as 
never moxrrned in Israel at the massacre of 
Bethlehem, or at the burning of the Tem- 
ple, have cried in his ears, morning, night, 
and evening, "Give me back my husband! 
give me back my boy! give me back my 


only go when I < an witness an unexceptiona- 
ble play. 
The theater never harmed me or 
my family.' Dr. Crosby would probably 
reply to him: 'The American stage is a 
concrete institution. 
It is to be judged as 
a totality; 
and as such it encourages lasciv- 
iousness and endangers character, and pol- 
lutes both performers and spectators, and 
ruins thousands. If you patronize the stage 
with your money and your personal influ- 
ence you become an abettor of it, aud you 
must take your share of the responsibility.' 
Amen to that, Brother Crosby! You are 
now sending the Pauline principle of ab- 
stinence for the sake of others, like a Minie 
rifle biill, i-ight into that church-member's 
conscience. 


"But suppose, again, that your theater- 
going Christian had been reaciing your ar- 
ticle on 'Paul's Law of Charily,' and, quo- 
ting j'our own language, should say: 'It 
is my own sole judgment that has any au- 
thority in the premises. It is a matter be- 
tween me and my God in foro 
conscienticc. 
I am to see what act of mine may make my 
brother stumble in his piety, and I am to 
refrain from that act; but no man is to 
usurp dominion over my soul and order my 
abstinence from the theater fram his view.' 
If you discovered that your Fourth avenue 
church-members were all turning theater- 
goers under this plea of yours you would 
probably say to them: 
'My dear people, it 
is about time that you looked into your own 
consciences to see whether they are gov- 
erned bj^ the law of brotherly love or by 
the laws of Belial.' 


"In your article, therefore, you surrender 
your whole position when you say, 'My 
duty as a Christian is to seek the mainte- 
nance and growth of piety in my brethren. 
If am convinced tbat any possible act of 
mine may interfere with this, and may ba a 
stumbling-block over which my Christian 
brother will fall, it is my duty to avoid that 
act.' Nobly said! None of us total-ab- 
stainers could have said it more concisely. 
Now, you must know that the wine-bottle 
may b and often is, just as dangerous to 
a 'Christian brother' as it is to an ungodly 
convivialist. 
And if the bottle were only 
dangerous to those who are out of Christ, 
is it not your 'duty as a Christian' to do as 
much for those whom you try to convert as 
for those who are already converted? Is it 
not an equally obligatory duty to take 
stumbling-blocks out of the way of the 
worldliogs? Now, the drinking-usages are 
terrible stumbling-blocks in the path of 
both Christians and unconverted sinners. 
And I have heard your frankly expressed 
opinions about wine drinking, and your 
severe denunciations of total abstinence 
quoted more than once in defense ot the 
drinking usages. 
Just as you would make 
no headway in persuading a young man 
from the theater who would say to you, 'I 
saw you at the theater the other night,' so 
you will not be in a position to warn him 
against the notoriously insidious dangers 
of the wine-cup as long as you defend toe 
practice of wine drinking. 
You made your 
'liberty' an occasion of stumbliny to others. 
This whole 'argument of example,' which 
you rather sneer at, is really a most tre- 
mendous argument against any Christian 
attempting to play with the serpents which 
are coiled in every wine bottle. If your or 
my use of wine is so li^jht a matter that it 
will cost no hardship to abandon it, then 
surely we may do it as a wholetome exam- 
ple to others. If the habit is so confirmed 
that thé abandonment would be a hardship, 
then the sooner we give it up for our own 
sake the better." 


But has the rumsuller been confounded 
or speechless at these appeals? No! not 
he. He could show his credentials at a 
moment's notice, with proud defiance. He 
always carried in his pocket a written ab- 
solution for all he had done and could do 
in his work of destruction. He had bought 
a letter of indulgence. I mean a license! 
a precious instrument, signed and sealed 
by an authority stronger and more respf ct- 
able than the Pope's. He confounded! 
why, the whole artillery of civil power was 
ready to open in his defense and support. 
Thus shielded by the a?gis of the law, he 
had nothing to fear from the enemies of his 
traffic. He had the image and superscrip- 
tion of CiPsar on his credentials, and unto 
Cifsnr he appealed; and unto Caesar too, 
his victims appealed and appealed in vain.

Mme. Malibran, who was the first 
opera singer hea d in Washington, 
came to the United States with her 
parents, Senor and Mme. Garcia, when 
a g rl. In November, 1825, the Garcia 
troupe made their first appearance in 
New I'ork, in "II Barbiere." 
They 
also produced several of Rossini's op- 
eras, which were novelties there and 
then. But this daughter was not con- 
sidered to have succeeded. Kosina and 
Cenerentola -were her most poimlar 
parts, but she made a very favorable 
impression as Desdemona, in which one 
night, when she came to the footlights 
to obey an encore, the audience begged 
her to sing " Home, Sweet Home," 
which she did, much to their satisfac- 
tion, and perhaps to her own amuse- 
ment. 


Garcia soon saw that his enterprise 
must faiL 
There was then in New- 
York a French merchant named Mali- 
bran, certainly fifty years old, who had 
the reputation of being immensely r'ch. 
He fell in love with Miss Garcia, and 
offered her his hand. The poor girl, 
not (juite eighteen, knew not what to 
do, what to say. Malibran, in reply 
to G arcia's complaint that his daughter's 
marriage would deprive the family of 
the fruits cf her natural gifts as a vo- 
calist, magnificently promised to pay 
him lOOjOOO francs as an equivalent. 
So December and May were matri- 
monially united. Malibran made hand- 
some marriage settlements on his bride, 
and the marriage nuptials came off on 
March 2:^, l.S2(5, one day before the lady 
completed the ripe age of eighteen. In 
a few weeks Malibran became a bank- 
rupt and a prisoner for debt, without 
having paid anything to Garcia, who 
went off to Mexico. Mme. Malibran 
got an engagement as a singer at one 
of the New York theaters, her salary 
being paid in advance every night to 
her husband. Slie bad already, from a 
sense of justice, surrendered to his 
creditors the marriage settlement whicli 
he had executed. At last she was com- 
pelled to leave him and return to her 
native Paris, in December, ]827, be- 
fore she was twenty. 
There she re- 
sided with her husband's sister. Never 
again did she visit America, though she 
al-ways hoped, after she had become the 
best singer in Europe, to have had that 
satisfaction. 


Mme. Malibran sang in private, be- 
fore a select and very critical company', 
soon after her return to Paris, and the 
verdict being emphatically in her fa- 
vor, she immediately was asked to per- 
form at the Italian Opera, which she 
did in January, 1!S2H, in "Semiramide." 
The impression which her youth and 
beauty produced upon the largest and 
most brilliant audience she had ever 
seen was not weakened by her singing. 
She received a regular engagement at 
the Italian Opera, aud soon established 
herself as a decided favorite with the 
audience. 
She appeared in many of 
Kosini's operas, which the vast compass 
of her voice (contralto) enabled her to 
do justice to. Once successful in Paris, 
slie was welcomed everywhere else, and 
pos.sessed increasing popularity in Eng- 
land, France, and Italy during the rest 
of her life, a period of less than eight 
years. She died in the autumn of 183G, 
in her twenty-ninth year. 


A story is told about ]\ime, Dahlgren. 
when she "vvas Miss Yinton, and her 
spiritual adviser, good Fatlier ^iat- 
tliews, of St. Patrick's Church, who 
was an old line Whig. 
Miss Vinton's 
father, then a member of ('ongress 
from Ohio, boarded in the same house 
Avith a Judge from that State who was 
a candidate for Governor, and who 
promised Miss Yinton and a young 
lady friend of hers that if he was 
elected he would give them a ball. The 
election -was undecided, -when, to their 
utter grief Lent was ushered in, with, 
its usual a-astere lessons and restric- 
tions. 

Su]>- 
pose the Judge should be elected in 
Lent, must they forego their dance? 
About mid-Lent the long-expected tid- 
ings came, the Judge was elected, and 
he came to them one day beaming with 
satisfaction to give them carte blanche 
for their ball. But the jiroblem was,

in Lent? It was evidently a 
thing not to be given up without an ef- 
fort, and Miss Yinton, who was a great 
favorite of Father Matthews, 
went,

MIGRATION OF THE LEMMINGS. 


lilttl« AnimalH Which Ravage tho Country 
and then Plunge Into the Sea. 


Once in about every twenty-five years 
Norway and Sweden are the scene of a 
migration which is one of the wonders 
of the natural ^rld, says 
Harper's 
Bazar. 
The participants in this move- 
ment are tiny rat-like creatures, called 
populai'ly lemmings and scientifically 
my odes lemmus. 
The lemmings is not 
more than six inches long including a 
half-inch tail, and individually is no 
more interesting than a thousand other 
animals, but collectively it challenges 
attention. 


It lives ordinarily among the peat- 
mosses of the mountains, and although 
the principal food of all the predacious 
animals of that region, it continues to 
increase so rapidly in numbers that by 
the time the migratory movement takes 
place the mountains fairly swarm with 
its congregated families. 
From near 
and from far the lemmings come, led 
by a restless impulse, and after form- 
ing an immense army on some great 
plateau, start east or west, as the case 
may be, and an undeviating line of 
march forward. 
Hills, valleys, lakes, 
rivers, are crossed with an utter dis- 
regard to the havoc made in their ranks 
by death. 


It is a sad time for the farmer, for 
when the living torrent pours over a 
cultivated section it spreads and lingers 
till everything eatable is gone, in tho 
meantime bringing forth young in great 
numbers and with unusual rapidity, so 
that, despite all the numerous causes of 
destruction that follow or await it, the 
terrible army actually increases in size 
during its onward march. 
Besides the 
rivers and lakes, which swallow up 
great multitudes, a prolific source of 
death is found in the various animals of 
the country. 
Carnivorous beasts and 
birds, such as wolves, foxes, wild-cats, 
the various members of the weasel 
family, eagles, hawks, and owls, follow 
the moving army with Avikl cries and 
insatiable 
gluttony. 
This 
is quite 
natural, lierhaps, but Avhat is extraor- 
dinary, many herbivorous animals seem 
to be driven to fury bv the invasion of 
the little creatures, and, deserting their 
ordinary food, rush among the lem- 
inin.L-:!-, and not only stamp them to 
death, but use thoir teeth for tho same 
purpose, and even eat the flesh. Eein- 
dcer and cows are prominent in this 
deadly employment; while man, with 
his household pcits, the cat and the dog, 
exerts himself in the same destrnctivo 
work. 


Still the stream pcjurs on, never de- 
viating from the course first laid out, 
filling the air with vilo odors and mak- 
ing the earth loathsome. For three 
years this terrible scourge alfiicts the 
land, resisting all efforts to turn it or 
conqncr ir, and covering wjih desola- 
tion every spot it visits, until fat last the 
the Atlantic Ocean or the Gulf of 
Bothnia 
interposes 
its 
impassable 
waters. 
Does it then turn back V No. 
Witli the same frightful disregard of 
coiisoiiuences which has characterized 
the infatuated creature from the outset, 
the wliole army, with eager ha.sto, 
plunge into the w aves, and—there ends 
the migration. 


What is the cause of this extraor- 
dinary fact? Nobcxly knows. 
Tlio most 
])lausible theory yet advanced say« that 
the vast increase in numbers of the 
lemming in its mountain home creates 
a scarcety of food. 
Hunger arouses 
the desire to seek for food elsewhere, 
and, a movement once made, a long- 
dormant instinct of migration, which 
most animals possess, forces it to con- 
tinue its onward march with unr*nisou- 
ing and fatal persistency. 
Claus iMag- 
nus and some other writers have sug- 
gested that tlie lemmings aro a scourge 
rained down from heaven, but there are 
several fairly good reasons for not ac- 
cepting this tlieory. 


Mothers aud Their Cltildren. 


There is a tendency on the part of 
some mothers to do so much for tiieir 
children that virtually a premium is 
placed upon selfishness. 
The child 
whose wish is anticipated, and for wiiom 
nothing is too good, is apt to grow up

»nppiyins: All Sorts of Liquors i n 
Quantity by Resorting to Dt^uffS« 


Just take a little trip down to the 
cellar or "factory," as it is called» of 
this big house, says the New Yoik; 
Tribune, describing some of the a©-' 
crets of a wholesale liquor store. Bar- ' 
rels, bottles, boxes, huge kettles, and 
measures are scattered around. The 
most interesting feature is a little room 
which is strongly suggestive of an 
apothei-ary's shop. Shelves on the four ' 
sides of the room run to the ceiling and ' 
are filled with bottles of every sizew 
They contain acids, drugs, and O-ls, 
Some of them are known by the names 
printed upon the bottles; others show 
se ret marks which have no meaning 
save to the initiated. 
The odor in the 
room is strong, pungent, and sicken-* 
ing. 
Those bottles tell a story w h i ^ 
few people know, or care to know. Jjoi, 
them are the ingredients for mal^g' 
almost any kind of wine or liqttor. 
There is no further use for the juicy-! 
grape. 
Art has stej^ped in and crowa-f 
ed it out. 


And who is the bald-headed mai^! 
with a keen eye and steady hand whois , 
climbing among the bottles, taking a 
little out of this and that one as he 
goes? He is the professional mixer;. 
He is an adjunct of many large liquor 
hoUses. He knows everything alM?t 
making wines and liquors, and conse- ' 
quently gets all the stimulants he 
wants 
from 
v;ater. 
He believes 


j r i 
temperance 
for 
himself, 
if 
it for 
others. 
An 
order has 
»ie in for brandy of certain grade, 
and the mixer is at work on it. Spirits 
of wine, which is alcohol with the odor 
taken out, forms the base of the com- 
pound. 
Enough of this to make tbe 
amount of brandy desired is put into a • 
cask. It IS without flavor, and a dark, 
smoky fluid known as cognac oil sup- 
plies the deficiency. 
Every step in the 
process is taken by rule, and the mixer 
seems to nour out the ingredients care- 
lessly bedluse of his familiarity with 
the work. 
i>ut it is exact every time. 
The mixer does not make any mistakes. 
The person who drinks the compound 
does everytliing in that line. 


After enough of the cognac has been 
used to give the desired flavor the color 
is attended to. The pure white spirit 
is treated to a liberal dose of caramel 
or burned sugar. This gives the proper . 
color. There is only one thing lacking, 
and that is to give the mixture or 
brandy the age necessary to nSiik^^t^^^ 
palatable, 
ihisis done with water and 
pure sirup, which takes away the fire 
of the spirit and brings tho brandy up 
to the proper smoothness. 
The whole 
compound is then thoroughly stirred 
up and ready to stand the ordinary 
tests. 
These are tasting, smelling, ex- 
amining color, and observing the size 
of the small beads which float on the 
liquid. In order to form a bead which 
will stay longer and appear better 
than the natural bead, what is known 
as bead oil is used. 
This brin^ 
the brandy right up to high quality in 
appearance, and a mixture is made 
Avhich will deceive not only an occa- 
sional drinker but an expert if the 
work is well done. 


Gin and rum are made in a similar 
manner. They are guaranteed as pure, 
and the mixer does his combining so 
Avell that few would wager against the 
guaranty. 
The ingredients used in 
some of the compounds are not spe- 
cially injurious to health, the most 
poisonous substance being alcohol. An- 
other process is the aging of whisky. 
Whisky is taken from the still only a 
feAv hours old and aged artificially by 
heat. 
Tho same evaporation and an- 
nihilation of the fusel oil and internal 
iire, Avhich it Avould take years to ac- 
comijlisli naturally, it is claimed can be 
secured in a feAV hours by a proper de- 
gree of continuous heat. 
The method 
is secret, but the goods are on the 
market and command a ready sale. It 
is a pure whisky at least, which can bo 
said of only a small }'art of the stuff 
sold, and brings a good price. 


The amount of spurious Avines manu- 
factured is astonishing. 
People who 
drink the deep-colored claret in bar- 
rooms little dream that they are put- ' 
ting a mixture of orris-root, water, 
raspberry juice, and cochineal into their 
stomachs. 
The claret flavor is there, 
but the claret itself is absent. 
When 
taking home a bottle of "genuine port'*" 
to build up the constitution of an in- 
valid, it is not encouraging to know 
that in all probability the wine is com- 
posed of strong cider, gum kino, sirup, 
and tartaric acid. 
Most of the sherry 
wine in the market is a combination of 
cheap materials colored with alkenet 
root. 
Among the articles used to give 
the rich color of purity and enhance 
the value of inferior wines are rosani- 
line,, elderberry, and logwood.

REV. mMAGE 


Tells of God Nerer Deserting His Be- 
loved Cbildren. 


Kansak City, Mo., March 20.—The 
Rev. T De Witt Talmage, D. D., preached 
in the Second J'resbyterian Church of this 
place this morning. 


His subject was "Cheer for the Disheart- 
ened," and his tex(, Psalms cxlii. v. 4: 
"No man cared for my soul." Dr. Talmage 
said: 


David, the rubicund lad, bad become the 
battle«woni 
warrior. 
Three 
thousand 
armed men ia pursuit of him, he had 
hiddeti iu the ciive of Engedi, near the 
coast of the Dead Sea. 
Uutterly fagged 
out with the piirsuit, as you have often 
been worn out wiili the trials of life, he sat 
down and cried out: "No man cared for my 
soul." 


If you should fall Jhrongb a hatchway, 
or slip from a ocatioldiiig, or drop through 
a skylight, there would be hundreds of 
people who wotild come around and pick 
up yonr bodj' and carry it to your honif* oi 
to the hospital, 
i saw a great crowd of 
people in the street, and I asked: "What is 
the matter?" and I found ont that a pool 
laboring man had fallen und«r sunstroke; 
and all our eyes were iillod with tears al 
the Ihongbl of his distracted wife and his 
desolated home. 


We are all sympathetic with physical 
disaster, but how little sympathy for spir- 
itual woes! 
There are men in this hoTise 
who hiive come to midlife who have never 
yet been once pers<mally accosted al'ont 
their eternal welfare. 
A great sermou 
dropped into an audience of hundreds o( 
thousand« will do its work; but if this 
world is ever to be brought to God it wiji 
be through little sermons preached to pri- 
vate Chribtians, to an audience of one. 
The sister's letter postmarked at the vil- 
lage—the word uttered in your hearing,hall 
of smiles and half of tears—the religious 
postcript to a business letter—the card left 
at the door when you had some kind oi 
trouble—the anxious look of some one 
across a church aisle while an earnest ser- 
mon was being preached, swung yon into 
the kingdom of God. 
But there are hun- 
dreds of people in this house who will take 
the word that David used in the past tense, 
and employ it in the present tense, and cr\ 
out: "No man cares for my soul." 


You feel as you go ont day l>y day iu the 
tug and jostle of life that it is every man 
for himself. 
You can endure the pressure 
of commercial affairs, and would considei 
it almost impertinent for any one to aht 
you whether you are making or losing 
money. 
But there have l)eeu times when 
you w'ould have drawn your cheek for thou- 
sands of dollars if some one would only help 
your soul otit of its jieiplexities. 
There 
are questions about yonr highei- destinv 
that ache, and distract, and a^'onize you at 
times. 
Let no one Kup])ORe that because 
you are busy all day with hardware, or dry- 
goods, or grocerifS, or grain, that yom 
thoughts are no longer than your yard- 
stick, and stop at the brass-headed nails ol 
the store counter. 
When you spcnk once 
about religious things you think 5,<HI( 
times. 
They call you a worlding. 
Oi 
course you are industrious and keep busy, 
but you have had your eyes opened to th€ 
realities of the next world- 
You are not a 
fool. 
You know better than any one can 
tell. 
You know that a few years at most 
will wind up your earthly engagements, 
and that you will take residence in a dis- 
tant siiliere where all your business adroit- 
ness would be a snpertlnity. 
You some- 
times tliink till your Iv ad aches about 
great religious sul)jecis. 
Vou go down the 
street witii your eyes lixod on the pave- 
ment, oblivious of the passing multitudes, 
your thoughts gone on t ternal 
expedition. 
'Yon wonder if the Bible is true, how mucb 
of it is literal and how much is figurative 
law, if Christ be God, if there is any- 
thing like retribution, if you are immortal, 
if a resurrection will ever take place, what 
the occupation of your departed kindred is, 
what you will be 1 (!,(((!(» years from now. 
With a cultured placidity of countenance 
yon are on iire witli agitations of soxil. Óh, 
this solitary anxiety of your \siiole lifetime! 
Y'ou have sold goods to or liought th< jn 
from Christian people for ten years, and 
they have never whispered one word nl 
spiritual counsel. 
You have passed up and 
down the aisles of churches with men who 
knew that you had no hojte of heaven, and 
talked about the weather and about yom 
physical health, and about everything but 
that concerning which yt-u most wanted tc 
hear them si)eak, viz.. your 
everlasiiuc 
spirit. 
Times without ntimber you have 
felt iu your heart, if you have not utterer 
it with vour lips, "No man cares for my 
Boul." ' 


There have been times when you werf 
especially pliable on the great subject oi 
religion. 
It was so, for instance, nftei 
you had lost your property. 
You had a 
gi-eat many letters blowing you up foi 
being xinfortunate. You showed that there 
had been a ooncatenalion of circumstances 
and that your insolvency was no fault ol 
yours. 
Your creditors talked to yon as 
though they would have 100 cents on the 
dollar or your life. 
Protest after protest 
tumbled in on your desk. 
Men who used 
to take your hand with both of theirs and 
shake it violently, now pass yon on the 
street with an almost imperee})tible nod. 
Aftei six or eight hours of scalding busi- 
ness anxiety you go home and you shut 
the door, and "throw yourself on the solo 
and you feel in astate of despair. 
You 
•wish that some one would come in and 
break up the gloom. 
Everything seems tc 
be against you—the bank against you. 
Your creditors against you. 
Your friends 
suddenly become critical against you. 
All 
the past against you. 
All the future 
against you. 
Y^ou make reproachful out- 
cry: 
"No man cares for my soul!" 


There was another occasion when al! 
tlie doors of your heart swung open foi 
sacred influences. 
A bright light went out 
in your household. 
Within three or foui 
days 
there were 
compressed sickness, 
death obsequies. 
You were so lonely that 
100 people coming into the house did noi 
break up the solitariness. 
Y'ou were al- 
most killed with the domestic calamity. 
A 
lew formal, perfunctory words of consola- 
tion were utteied on the stairs before yor 
went to the grave; but you wanted some 
one to come and talk over the wholt 
matter, and recite the alleviations, and de- 
cipher the lessons of the dark bereave- 
ment. 
No one came. 
Many a time yot 
could not sleep until 2 or 3 o'clock in the 
morning, and then 
your sleep was 8 
troubled dream, in which were re-enacteo 
all the scene of sickness, and parting, and 
dissolution. 
Oh, what days and nighti 
they were! No man seemed to care foi 
your soul. 


There was another occasion when youi 
heart was very susceptible. 
There was e 
great awakening. 
There were hundreds 
of people who pressed into the kingdonc 
of God; some of them acquaintances, 
some business associates, yes, perhaps 
some members of your own family wert 
baptized 
by sprinkling 
or immersion. 
Christian people thought of you, and thej 
called at your store, but you were out ou 
business. 
They stopped at your house, 
you had gone around to spend the even- 
ing. 
They sent a kindly message to you. 
somehow, by accident, you did not get it. 
The lifeboat of the Gospel swept througt 
the snrf and everybody seemed to get it 
but you. 
Everything seemed to escap« 
you. 
One touch of personal sympathy 
would have pushed yon into the kingdou 
of God. 
^V^en on communion day youj 
friends went in, and your sons and daugh- 
ters went into the church, you buried yoni 
face in yonr handkerchief and sobbed 
"W^hy am I left ont? Everybody seems tc 
get snved but me. 
No man cares for m} 
BouI." 


Harfeen to a revelation I have to make. 
It is a startling statement. It will so sur- 
glie yon that I must proire it as I go- on 
stead of this total indifference all abou: 
JOQ ifk regard to yonr soul, I have to tei 
jraniM htfftreD, earth, and hell are afte} 
e 
ar immoital spiritr-earth to oheat it 
it fòawtroy it, héàten to redMin II 
h* il •trftngtrto Uu 


sympathy, that I could by one word roun 
a great mainy prayers in yonr behalf. Nc 
one cares for your soul! Why, one signa 
of distress on yonr part would thrill thii 
audience with holy excitement. If a boa 
in any harbor shonld get in distress, froa 
the men-of-war, and from the sloops, anc 
from the steamers the flying paddles woulc 
pull to the rescue. And if now you woulc 
lift one signal of distress, all these voy 
agers of eternity would bear down towarc 
you and bring you relief. But no! you an 
like a ship on fire at sea. They keep th« 
hatches down, and the Captain is frenzied 
and he gives orders that no one hail th< 
oassincr shioa. Ha aavr* "I shall eithe: 
land this vessel in Hamburg or on the bot> 
torn of the ocean, and I don't care which." 
Yonder is a ship of the White Star lina 
passing. Yonder one of the National line. 
Yonder one of the Cunard line. Yonder 
one of the Inman line. But they know not 
there is any calamity happening on that 
one vessel. Oh! if the Captain would only 
jMit his tnimpet to his lips and cry out: 
"Lower your boats! Bear down this wavl 
We are burning up! Fire! Fire!" No. 
No. No signal is given. If that vessel 
perishes, having hailed no one, whose fault 
is it? Will it be the fault of the ship that 
hid its calamity, or will it be the fault of 
the vessel that, passing on the high seas, 
would have been glad to furnish relief if it 
had been only asked? In other words, my 
brother, if you miss heaven it will be your 
own fault. 


No one cares for your soul! Why, in all 
the ages there have'been men whose entire 
business was soul-saving. 
In this work, 
Munson went down under the knives of the 
cannibals whom he had come to save, 
and Robert McCheyne preached himself to 
death by 30 years of age, and John Bunyan 
was thrown into a dungeon iu Bedford- 
shire, iuid Jehudi Ashman endured ail the 
malarias of the African jungle; and there are 
hundreds and thousands of Christian men 
and women now who are praying, toiling, 
preaching, living, dying, to save sonls. 


No one care for your soul! Have you 
heard how Christ feels about it? I know 
it was only five or six miles from Beth- 
lehem to Calvary, the birthplace and the 
deathplace of Christ; but who can tell how 
many miles it was from the throne to the 
maneerV How many miles down, how 
many miles back again? The place ofnis 
departure was the focus of all splendoi 
and pomp, all the thrones facing his throne; 
his name the chorus in every song and the 
inseri]>tion on every banner; his landing 
place a cattle pen, malodorous with un- 
washed brutes, and dogs growling in an i 
out of the stable. 
Bom of a weary mother 
who had journeyed eighty miles in severv 
unhealth that she might find the right place 
for the Lord's nativity—born, not as other 
princes, under the flash of a chandelier, 
but under a lantern swung by a rope to the 
roof of the bam. 
In that place I'hrist 
started to save you. 
Your name, your 
face, yonr time, your eternity, in Christ's 
niind. 
Sometimes traveling on mule's 
back to escape old Herod's massacre, some- 
times attempting nervous sleep on the 
?hilly 
hillside, 
sometimes earning his 
breakfast by the carpentry of a jdow. 
In 
Quarantania the stones of the field, by 
their Rhaj>e and color, looking like the 
loaves of bread, tantalizing his hunger. 
Yet all the time keeping on after you. 
With drenched coat treading the surf at 
Genessaret. 
Howled after by a blood, 
thirsty mob. 
Denounced as a drunkard. 
Mourning over a doomed 
city, 
while 
others shouted at the sight of the shimmer- 
ing towers. 
All the time coming on and 
eoming on to save. 
Indicted as being a 
traitor against government, perjured wit- 
aesses swearing their souls away to insure 
his butchery. 
I-logged, spit on, slapped 
in the face and then hoisted on rough lum- 
ber, in the sight of earth, and heaven, and 
iiell to purchase your eternal emancipa- 
tion. 
From the first infant step to the last 
step of manhood on the sharp spike of 
Calvary a journey for you.

toil of the most hopeless description. 
The 
richer New York has grown the larger 
and more hopeless is this class of people 
who work by the piece at manufacturing 
various articles in their tenements. 
It is 
perfectly well known that at leiust 10,000 
women and girls iu New York city, labor- 
ing at the manufacturing of cheap clothes, 
women's 
underclothing, 
etc., 
.sixteen 
hours a day, and sometimes seven days a 
week, are paid less than $3 for their week's 
work, out of which sum they have to pay 
the rent of their rooms, their food and 
clothing and the 
rent of the machine 
they nse. 


There are whole communities of people 
dwelling on the east side of New York to 
whom rest and pleasure are unknown 
quantities; the life of men, women and 
children is one of unceasing grind of toil 
from childhood to old age. 
The tene- 
ments they live in reek with filth, the air 
is foul, the labor begins at daylight, and 
goes on until the poor wretches sink down 
exhatisted upon their piles of rags. 
The 
many pictures which appears i i the news- 
papers of the awful squalor and toil 
among the east side tenements are no ex- 
aggeration. 
All thinking people agree 
that something ought to be done. 
One 
hundred years ago New Y'ork knew no 
such miser>% and ought not to know it 
to-day.—Brooklj-n Eagle.

Economy in Tlieir Use—Rare Wooils Cut 
ill Sheets as Thin as Tissw-Fapri-. 


[From the Cincinnati Enquirer. I 
In olden times bedsteads, doors arid 
other furniture were made of solid ruse- 
wood, maliogany or whatever tlio va- 
riety might be, while now the mort; 
common kinds of v.ood are veneered 
with the more expensive and beautiful 
woods. 
lu this way tlie same outward 
ajipearance is gained at a much less 
cost, and furniture is apparently mailo 
out of woods which are not obtainablo 
in sizes .sufficiently large to make solid 
pieces of furniture. At lir.st tlie veuei'r.s 
were sawed, but this method, as the 
woods increased in value, caused so 
much waste that macliinery was in- 
vented for the special purpose of making 
veneers with the least possible loss. A 
veneer-mill in operation is a curious 
sight. The machinery is ponderous and 
seemingly unwieldy, but it w orks with 
the utmost j^recision and nicety, not 
varying a fraction of an inch even Avhen 
carrying a load of G,000 pounds. 
To 
carry such weights the machinery is 
necessarily massive, but moves with the 
exactness of a printing-press. 
The 
wood, before being taken to the mills, 
is put in the sweat-room or steam-box, 
wliere it is .subjected to the action of 
steam until it becomes soft and offers 
less resistance to the knife. 
The time 
taken in the process varies, according 
to tho solidity and firmness of the 
wood, from six to twenty-four hours. 
After 
having been thoroughly per- 
meated with steam it is firmly fastened 
to a part of the machinery, which re- 
volves about a razor-like knife th:it is 
utterly immovable. 
Unless tho . M ood 
has been steamed it is impossible to 
shave it into as thin sheets as desired, 
for if it were hard and dry the sheets 
would be brittle and unfit for use. 


The knife can be set so that sheets of 
any tliickness may be shaved off. With 
one of these machines wood can bo cut 
into sheets as thin as tissue-paper, but 
when so thin they are not of much val- 
ue, as the glue wath which they are 
fastened to other goods shows through, 
and if used they must be backed with 
paper. 
As many as 150 sheets have 
been cut from an inch of wood, but 
•for common purposes the veneers run 
about fifty to the inch. 
Another ad- 
vantage in this invention, other than 
the economy of material, is the increase 
ia the size of the sheets when shaved 
over those that are sawed. The steamed 
sheet is about four times the size of tho 
others, because it is taken from the en- 
tire circumference, while, if a saw is 
used, nothing can be obtained but a 
transverse section. 


Wood known as French walnut is the 
most valuable for veneers. 
It has, 
however, no claim to the name walnut, 
and is only termed French because 
large quantities of it are exported from 
Marseilles to this country. 
This Avood 
grows in Persia, Circassia and Asia 
Minor, and is becoming very rare. 
It 
is only seen in the most costly furniture, 
and great care ia taken to prevent its 
waste. 
The grain of this wood is very 
peculiar, and presents twists and fig- 
ures of the most fantastic and beautiful 
designs, looking in many cases liko mo- 
saics. 
There is no other wood which 
presents to the eye such pleasing con- 
trasts and shades of color. 


Next to French walnut, rosewood or 
mahogany is probably tho most valu- 
able. 
Large quantities of these woods 
are cut into veneers, and fine pieces 
often bring as high prices as French 
walnut. Ebony is a very valuable wood; 
but, owing to its extreme hardness, is 
seldom sent to the veneei-^mill. Economy 
has become necessary also in tho use of 
our native woods,and burls of white and 
black walnut, ash, maple and cherry 
are in much demand. The use of black 
walnut as a veneer is in its infancy, but 
the wood has become so scarce that it 
is now stretched as far as possible. 
Poplar, ash and oak are commonly 
veneered with walnut and other more 
expensive woods in tho manufacture of 
all kinds of furniture. Rosewood veneer 
is used largely on billiard-tables and 
piano-boxes. 
Much veneermg is now 
used in the interior decorations of fine 
houses and in giving a hard finish to 
railroad cara. 
Chair-seats, car-seats, 
brush-backs, 
telephone-boxes, 
cigar- 
boxes, sewing-machines, cases and many 
other tilings which come under the eye 
are only imitations of what they appear 
to be. Business cards have been printed 
on veneer, and it has also been used as 
wall-paper. 
From the finest French 
walnut burls veneers have been cut 
w'hich none but an expert could dis- 
tinguish from hand-painting. 
Table- 
covers are usually made of these. They 
range ia price from $25 to many hun- 
dreds, and can be made as expensive as 
thft T>nrt'.haser wisfiea.

The Bay State Club, the most impoitant 
Democratic orsjanization in New England, 
recently entertained a number of

at the Eevere House in Boston. 
Chief 
a m o n g the gueists was Hon. J o h n G. Car- 
lisle, Speaker of the House of Eepreeenta- 
tives, who was the orator of the 
occasion. 
Dinner over, Pzesident Taylor rapped 
to 
order, and in a brief speech introduced the 
principal speaker, Hon. J o h n G. Carlisle, 
whose cLief viitue, he said, was that he 
had been 
denounced 
by 
Senator 
H o a r . 
Mr. Carlisle was greeted with great 
ap- 
plause. 
After expressing his thanks f o r 
bis cordial reception, he said: 


You must permit me to tender the 
sin- 
3ere thanks of the Kentucky Democracy, 
not only for what y o u have done 
in 
the 
past, tnit also for what ihey know you in- 
tend to do in the future. You will not per- 
mit Massachusetts to remain always a Re- 
publican State. 
Old prejudici B are pass- 
ing away. 
Matjsachusetts is already mov- 
ing toward the Democratic 
position, 
with 
the 
Bay State 
Club 
in front, and your 
brethr n everywhere hope to see her on the 
right of the line in 188». 


Gentlemen, in the very nature of things, 
this 
country must always be governed by 
political parties. We need not be ashamed, 
gentlemen, to be known as "party m e n " if 
we honestly believe that the principles and 
policies repiesented by the organization to 
whicii we 
are attached will best promote 
the interests of the nation and the welfare 
of the people. 
This is the only true basis 
for political parties, and any party 
organ- 
ized 
upon a foundation 
less broad, less 
patriotic, than this will soon degenerate in- 
to a mere faction and cease to comimmd or 
deserve the respect of iulelligent citizens. 
Every 
attempt 
to make a single interest 
or a single c ass, to the exclusion of 
all 
others, tlae basis of a political organization 
will fail and ought to fail. 
F r o m the for- 
mation of your Constitution down to the 
present time 
the point of 
irreconcilable 
difference between the Democratic 
party 
and all its adversaries has been as to the 
nature ana extent of the Federal powers. 
T h e principle of local self-government is 
the vital part of Democrucy. 
The amend- 
ment to the Constitution declares that the 
l)0wer6 not delegated to the United States 
by the Constitution nor prohibited by it to 
the States are reserved to the States re- 
spectively or to the people. 
No power can 
be justly claim(HI unless it is granted in ex- 
press terms or by necessary implication. If 
no such grant of i)ower can be found, and 
if its exercise by the State is not prohibit- 
ed,- itbeloai^s to the State and her people; 
and thus the whole doctrine of State rights 
is 
defined 
in 
that 
article. 
It 
does 
not 
sanction 
Beces^iion 
or 
nullifica- 
tion, 
but 
it 
instructs 
the 
several 
States and their people as to the bounda- 
lies of all legislative, executive, and judi- 
cial power not 
delegated 
to the 
United 
States by a fair and reasonable construc- 
tion of tLie Constitution. 
By this constitu- 
tional doctrine of State rights the Demo- 
cratic party of the country stands to-day, 
as it always has stood, and as I trust it will 
stand forever hereafter. 
iLoud applause.) 
Twenty-five years ago the tendency was to 
carry this doctrine to a dangerous extreme. 
B u t since that time the dangerous extreme 
has threatened from quite an opposite di- 
rection. 
Great and powerful interests, too 
poweri'ul almost to be succt ssfully resisted, 
ar^' constantly pressing against the barriers 
of t h e CoDstitution a n d d e m a n d i n g t h e e x - 
tension of the Federal power to a degree 
never contemplated by the most 
extreme 
Federalist in the early days. 
It is quite 
common 
now 
to 
hear 
gentlemen, 
able 
gentlemen, 
in Congress 
and 
elsewhere, 
contending 
for 
the 
exercise 
of 
power 
by 
the 
General 
Government 
over 
par- 
ticular subjects simply because the States 
refuse 
to 
do 
so, 
or 
because 
it 
is 
thought that the State lei;islation 
might 
not be entirely efit'eetive. 
T h e argument is 
that 
whatever the States will not do, or 
cannot do, must be done by Congress or 
the departments of the General 
Govern- 
ment, 
and 
that, independently of 
these 
specific grants of power, it is the right 
and 
duty of a government to exercise a general 
supervision and control over all concerns of 
the people. 
Mr. 
I'resident, 
this is 
not 
Democratic doctrine as I understand it, and 
it never 
was. 
¡Tremendous cheers.) 
I t 
means centralization 
first 
and 
inevitable 
dissolution 
afterward. 
No 
part 
of 
the 
Union is so vitally interested in the preserv- 
ation and the maintenance i n t a c t of this lo- 
cal authority as the New England 
States, 
and in no part of the Union have the 
bene- 
ficial results attending the maintenance 
of 
this doctrine been so thoroughly 
demon- 
strated. 
Your town meeiing is the 
most 
democratic 
institution 
in 
this 
country. 
iCheers.j 
It has never 
endangered 
the 
liberties of a single 
h u m a n 
being. 
T h e 
town, 
the 
State, 
and 
the 
General 
Government 
all 
have 
their 
appropriate 
powers and duties, and so long as these are 
respected and maintained, neither encroach- 
ing on the domain of the other, there will 
be harmony and unity in our complex sys- 
tem of government. 
Fortunately we have 
at last been permitted 
to 
inaugurate 
a 
Democratic 
national administration, and, 
more fortunately still, that 
administration, 
by its conservative and patriotic course, 
by its honest and faithful execution of the 
law, and by its regard for the rights of 
all 
classes of men, h a s given a b u n d a n t assur- 
ance that the 
executive 
power can 
be 
safely trusted to our hands. 
This 
country 
was never better governed than it is now— 
[cheersj—and it was never more tranquil 
a n d contented than it is now. 
It is true 
that abuses still exist, but they were 
not 
inaugurated by this administration. 
Many 
of them have already been corrected, a n d 
most of those that remain are not 
u n d e r 
the control of the executive 
department 
alone. 


It is not my purpose, gentlemen, to dis- 
cuss the revenue question upon this occa- 
sion.

W a y A and Means. 


It seems a trifle odd that ladies, particu- 
larly young ladies, do not do mora of their 
own sewing, more of their own 
dressmak- 
ing and millinery work. 


A woman 
who will 
try her eyes, 
her 
strength, her j atience for countless 
hours 
over a piece of 
embroidery, painting, or 
crazy-piitch work, thinks she never—oh, 
never—could make a dress or a bonnet. 
This simply because she has not tried. 
There is nothing more fascinating, no 
more dainty or pretty work 
for a woman's 
fingers, 
than to iaTange a pii^ce of 
milli- 
nery. 
Q?he materials are rich and fine, a n d 
capable of much display of true artistic im- 
pulse. 
T h e first quality requisite is exqui- 
site ntatness. 
Even in the assumption of 
carelessness thefe must be no confused u n - 
tidiness. 


Perhaps for a novice to imdertake to 
trim a made hat, a straw or felt as the sea- 
son may be, should be all she might assume. 
T h e tieiug of a pretty knot is a most excel- 
lent acquisition to her list of 
accomplish- 
ments. 
But 
what 
slim-fingered 
woman 
can't do it? 
Men have been heard to su- 
perciliously say, no woman can tie a bow 
pro{ erly, any more than she can sharpen a 
pencil. ' Statements inherently sophistical. 
She may not want to tie a stiif square aifair 
their angular cravats assume under their 
hands, but when it comes to knotting a y a r d 
or two of rich ribbon into a bunch of srace 
and prettiness she is an adapt. 


The hats of to-day require little 
else 
than crisp, saucy bows of ribbon and stitf 
feathers to make them stylishly 
adorned. 
Edties of beads and a sparkling pin or two 
make them a little more elaborate. 


To be able to make a velvet or stuff hat; 
or bonnet requires an advance in ingenuity, 
yet is not unachievable. 
A few simple 
directions may prove acceptable to some as- 
p i n n g novice. 


The fashion of having a bonnet or hat 
made of the same material as the 
remain- 
der of the costiime is genteel and much in 
vogue. 
Such a bonnet can only be worn 
with the one toilet and becomes a luxury 
when a milliner must be patronized to ob- 
tain it, whereas, if a woman can arrange it 
herself, it may be done at little expense, ex- 
cept her time. 


In the first place purchase a good, 
firm 
f r a m e of becoming shape. 
Take soft pa- 
pera newspaper will answer, and, laying it 
smoothly over the crown, cut an exact pat- 
tern 
of i . 
Then another of the sides of 
the crown, pinning the paper 
in 
pleats 
until it fits; in the same manner get a pat- 
tern of the rim. 


Take these pleated patterns and 
from 
them cut perfect, smooth piitterns, which 
should be fitted on the frame before using 
theni to cut into the material. 
Ir> this way 
there is no waste, and your material thus 
correctly cut will cling and fit the 
frame 
more 
perfectly 
than even the paper did. 
Allow the smallest ])ractical margms 
for 
seams or turn-ins. 


The 
crown 
covering 
should 
first 
be 
smoothly put on and backstitched in long 
stitches just aroimd the edge. 
The 
side 
crown covering should then be turned 
in 
slightly at the top and neatly drawn around. 
No stitclies should be i)ut in it except to 
join it together where it must be 
covered 
later on by the trimming. 


The rim is more diitìcult to manage. The 
edges of the inner and outer covering must 
be correctly -sewed together in a nan-ow 
seam and then slipped on. 
This, on most 
hats, will 
bend 
the 
rim, 
but 
it 
can 
easily be shaped again. 
An easier fashion 
and one that gives a softer look to the face 
is to cover the rim \vith a gathered 
bias 
piece of the material. 
Another pretty va- 
riety can be gained in the use of a full soft 
crown, and this spring we will see many 
of them laid in folds and fastened 
with 
fancy pins. 


Cotton thread, where it does not 
show, 
is the l)est for all millinery work, as it does 
not slip like silk thread. 


Above all things, do it with exact neat- 
ness; have no crooked or fraying edges. 
It 
is the lack of preciseness that makes us 
say we can always tell a home-made hat. 


•t- 


One of the greatest incentives to a woman 
to attempt such work would be to give her 
a certiiiii allowance for her ])ersonal ex- 
penditures. 
Very few women are allowed 
this. 
I^Iany girls, yes and married women 
too, scarcely know what it is to have 
any 
pocket 
money. 
They have perha})S "ac- 
counts" at the dry goods store, the 
milli- 
ner's, 
the dressmaker's, the grocer's, 
etc. 
They ride in the family carriage so that 
they can not even ask for car-fare. 
The 
lord of the house holds open his eyes 
in 
wonderment if asked for a little 
change, 
and mutely, if not audibly, inquires: "What 
in creation do you want with money? aren't 
you supplied with everything needful'.'" 


It 
is a 
solemn 
fact, 
and one 
which 
much evidence might be brought 
forward 
to corroborate, 
that the 
women 
of 
the 
wealthiest families scarcely know what a 
ten-dollar bill looks like. 


Not long since we were given a letter to 
read f r o m a young lady, who in it gave her 
m a m m a glowing descriptions of a visit she 
was paying with 
friends. 
Unconsciously 
we read a P . S. that was added, running 
like this: "Dear Mama—I return the two 
dollars you sent me; I do not need 
much 
money here, and know how dilScult it is 
for you to get that amount." 
The 
father 
of that family is rated A 1 in 
liradstreet's, 
and intends his family to be supplied 
with 
all comforts. 
Of course they don't suffer, 
simply are inconvenienced and sometimes 
feel a touch of helplessness. 


W h e n a woman is given a stated a m o u n t 
for her personal expenses, she knows just 
what to expect, and she will, in nine cases 
out of ten, try to make the most of it. 
She 
will learn to economise in one regard, in 
order to have an extra amount for some- 
thing else. 
To save a little and yet have it 
for their very own is an inducement not 
many will withstand. 
It gives a stimulus 
and pleasure to an occupation than which 
there is nothing in the world better for 
taking the nonsense out of a woman. 


It is this lack of ready cash which tempts 
m a n y a woman to enter commercial life. 


You often hear the remark; 
"What is 
Miss Van de \ere 
doing behind that coun- 
ter or in that office? 
Her father is well- 
to-do; she has a comfortable home; 
there 
is no need for her being there," 


Were you permitted behind the 
returns 
you would find she is there to have and to 
hold or to spend a little ready cash. 
She 
has tired of asking, almost begging for it, 
and is glad to do a little honest work 
for 
ready money. 


Can anyone assert this is a morbid or 
unwomanly desire? 
T h e days of clinging, 
patient femininity, it is almost sad to ob- 
serve, are gone. 
A woman who is self-re- 
specting must be independent, and inde- 
pendence, like charity, begins at home. 


If women are any happier for this is not 
the question, it seems. 
T h e right to be in 
this way independent is given them 
and 
they avail themselves of it. 
W h e n we see 
pretty, naturally gentle women out in the 
rough world (and it is rough, even to the 
sturdiest,) we question the advantage of so 
many accorded rights. 
Were 
these ways 
not opened, these women would never think 
of leaving their peaceful 
homes, even if 
dull they also are. 


Certainly we should not begrudge 
the 
really needy workers the added advantages 
these enlarged views of woman's work give 
them. 
But "there's no rose without its 
thorns," and this flourishing branch, wom- 
an's 
rights, 
must necessarily have some- 
thing unpleasant lurking about it.

n a d e him President pro tempore. 


It is the duty of Democrats at this 
junc- 
;ure, as at all times, to claim and 
secure 
heir rights. 
The Senate Republiisans, like 
;heir brethren outside, will never give 
up 
voluntarily any advantage they are able to 
retain, even by the most unscrupulous 
tac- 
;ic3. 


Revenue Ueform and Economy. 


In a lecture recently delivered at Balti- j 
aaore, on the tariff question, F r a n k H u r d j 
.-eminded the audience that one of the ac- i 
iomplishments of 
the revenue 
reformers 
was that from the day J o h n G. Carlisle and 
William R. Morrison entered the House of 
Representatives there has not been an in- 
crease of duty upon a single article. 
That 
is to say, while the revenue reformers have 
uot been able to remedy the abuses in the 
protective tariff—while they have not been 
able to bring the tariff down to a revenue 
standard—they have presented such a solid 
array against protectionist rapacity that the 
high tarifdtes have been unable to g a i n the 
further bounties f r o m the 
peoj)le which 
they so greedily desire. 


T h e revenue reformers, constituting as 
they do the large majority of the Demo- 
•ratic 
members of 
Congress, have 
also 
iontributed positively to the relief of 
the 
oeople by the economy in public expendi- 
iures which 
they have enforced by their 
ippropriations. 
This economy has enabled 
;he Government in the eleven years since 
the Democratic House, elected in 1874, first 
institnted 
much-needed 
retrenchment, to 
reduce the volume of the interest-bearing 
debt nearly $000,000,000, and the amount of 
;he debt, less cash in Treasury, $850,1)00,- 
jOO. 
This has been done without any in- 
?rease in the receipts of the Government, 
ind notwithstanding the much larger pay- 
ments for pensions which the House au- 
ihorized. 


It is the economical policy which a Dem- 
ocratic 
Congress has pursued which has 
brought the question of tax redaction up 
to the point where it must soon be squarely 
met. 
Had it not been for this economy—

been as lavish

and work infinite barm to thousands where 
thoy cau possibly help a ainglo 0110. Wo do 
not ace£ to quote nny of tho Bible-warn- 


taininjt the adder's sting; if thu Ilible \vcro 
silent, we COD discover enough arfjnmfints 
against intoxicants in tho very laws which 
the Creator has written upon the human 
body, 


"in dealing frith tho question at absti- 


nence from an intoxicant, wo must toep in 
mind that it is not a merely negative ntticlo, 
about whoso use or uon afft one may toss 
np a roppnr. Til's essential n:ttnro of in- 
tesicatinfj beverages, us tending to kindle 
depraved appetite, as tending to provoke 
excess, as tending to inflame the brain, and 
in possessing n subtle iiiflueiico to enslave 
those who usu them— this nature of the 
articlo itself must ho taken into tbe nr- 
cormt. We do not pretend that everyone 
•who drinks an occasional glass of wine lio- 
coiries a drunkard. But wo do affirm that 
everyone who drinks wine throws the whole 
.weiifht of his influence in fuvor of the 
drinking iiangey which do make tho drunk- 
ards. 
A-glas-s of intoxicating winn 
IK not 


on 'innocent beverage ' in the same sense 
that a glass o* milk or a glass of water is 
innocent. 
No ono can reasonably be 


asked to abstain from either of those latter 
beverages for the snko of his neighbor. 
They have 110 teadency to iuflmiio bad ap* 
petit*, 110 tendency "to breed CXRPRS, no 
tendency to disorder tbe brara, no tendency 
to get fatal mastery over both body and 
Eonl.

"Wood known aa French walnut is tho 


moat valuable for veneers. 
It has, 


however, no claim to the numo walnut, 
and is on ly termed 1'reiich becauHo 
litrgc quantities of it are exported from 
jUiu-scilles to this country. This wood 
grows in Persia, Circassia and Asia 
Minor, and is bnroming very rave. 
It 


is only seen in the mostcustly furniture, 
and gix-sl care is taken to prevent ita 
waste. Tho gram of thisivoodis very 
peculiar, and presents twists and lig- 
lires of tho most fsmt.istic and beautiful 
icsigns, looking in many cases like-mo- 
saics. There is no other "wood which 
lircsouts to the eye such pleasing con-

Next fo French -walnut, rosewood or 


mahogany is probably tbo most vain- 
able. Largo quantities of these woods 
aro cut into veneers, and fino pieces 
often bring ns high prices as Frond 
walnut Ebony is a very valuable wood;
